This book contains a great deal of matter con- | 
densed into a small space, but it was thought advis- 
able toissue itin its present convenient form, that it 
might be carried in the pocket and consulted during 
moments of leisure.» It is the earnest desire of the 
author that every student, amanuensis, reporter and 
teacher become thoroughly familiar with its contents, 
and thus secure the best aid to rapid and legible 
reporting. It is well to guard, however, against pro- 
miscuous and illegible phrasing, which will defeat 
the object for which the book is intended. It is not to 
be understood that all the phrasing of which the 
Pernin Shorthand is capable is contained herein, 
for that alone would fill a large volume, but by 
thoroughly digesting the contents and following the 
guides given herein, the intelligent writer will be 
able to continue his phrasing along the same lines. 


Ot course, it will be understood that before 
beginning to phrase, the system should be correctly 
written, otherwise phrasing will be of little value. 
Busy people may utilize the Phrase Book by familiar- 
izing themselves with a few phrases in odd 
moments that they may have tospare, until the 
contents have been acquired, while students, and 
others with greater leisure, will find it advisable to 
thoroughly master a ceitain number each day until 
alLof them may be readily applied in actual work, 


That this little book will fulfill the purpose for 
which it was intended, and benefit the student to 
the extent of the time and labor bestowed upon its 
preparation, is the sincere wish of the author.

PHRASING. a 





Phrasing consists of joining two or more words 
together without raising the pen or pencil, but in 
order that this may be of advantage, the joining 
must be natural and logical, and consist of words 
not separated by pauses. Pernin Phonography, 
owing to the absence of position, is capable of an 
extensive application of this expedient without 
resorting to arbitrary outlines, which, in other 
methods, detract from legibility in proportion to the 
advantage gained in writing. On pages g1 to 104 of 
the Pernin Universal Phonography, which this book 
supplements, the subject is treated at considerable 
length and numerous examples exemplifying the 
instruction are to be found on the pages referred to. 
A few additional guides to phrasing are here given. 

_ Join only such words as run together naturally 
and whichare not separated by pauses, as, we-note- 
what-you-say, what-do-you-wish, ete. 

When the subject is a personal pronoun, join it 
to the verb following, except when the verb begins 
with a disjoined prefix; personal pronouns are also 
joined medially or finally when they are objects of 
the verb. 

In no case connect a word with a disjoined 
prefix. 

When would, will or with, begin a phrase, write 
the w thus, wz/l-you-go, w-l-U-g; would-not, w-d-n; 
with-them, w-th-em; but medially or finally, the w 
may be omitted, thus, you-wili-go, 0-l-g; you-will, 
a-l; go-with, g-th; go-with-them, g-th-em. 

Join a, atl, an, and, any, in, on, of, for, from, 
cul, our, your, thetr, have, etc. (See List, p.96, U 
Phon.), to the words following. 7 

Join infinitives whenever possible, as, to-be, to- 
ado, to-go, to-have, etc. 

“Out”? may be joined very ceayseaeally initially, 
medially or finally, as, out-of-doors; get-out-of; found- 
out, etc. 

“Own” is readily joined after possessive pro- 
nouns, as, our-9Wn, yOUr-owN, my-own, etc. “Own”? 
is also joined initially or medially, as, our-own-day, 


™ - own-tiie, , 
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Do not phrase “the” initially, as it might con 
flict with ‘‘to.”’ The dot for ‘“‘the’”’ is no longer used, 
on account of illegibility. Always join ‘“‘to” to the 
next word when the latter does not begin with a dis- 
joined prefix. Drop v in have and phrase the ah 


sign at the beginning and in the middle of words, as 


have you-seen, ah-u-sén; we-have-done-so, we-ah-d- 
un-s; supply it at the end of phrases, usually drop- 
ping the ah, as in did-you-have, dd-u-i-v, etc. 

Whenever personal pronouns occur in the fol- 
lowing phrases, any other personal pronoun agree- 
ing with the construction of the sentence may be 
substituted. 

In preparing phrase lists, the tendency is to rep- 
etition. In compiling this book we have sought to 
give what may be termed Root Phrases, and to indi- 
cate the possible variations of the same form of 
expression by italics and figures, the italics indicat- 
ing words for which others may be substituted, the 
figures referring to the numbered lists on page 6, 
from which words may be chosen. To illustrate:
